The p rime minister of Canada, Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau, beg an an official two-day visit to the 
United States Monday . 
It has been customary throug h the y ears for 
heads of the two nations to meet and ex chang e 
views on matters of international concern as 
well as mutual p roblems shared only by their 
countries 
This will be the first official meeting of the 
two men who have been described as very disi­ 
milar "in ap p earance, ap p roach to the p rob­ 
lems of the day and in p ersonality .” 


BUT THEY ARE SAID to be alike in at least 
one resp ect — both are p olitical p rag matists. 
It is to be hop ed that the two leaders will hit 
It off well. For the mutual trust and resp ect 
each nation has for the other is a p riceless enti­ 
ty in a time when the world is full of enmity , 
distrust and hatred.

Valid Proposal 


Rep . James Thorp e, R-Alliance, has a valid 
p rop osal in his bill to chang e the p rimary date 
to Aug ust ex cep t in p residential election y ears. 
Basically it would p ut a limit on camp aig ning 
and would shorten considerably lame-duck 
terms of defeated candidates. 
Imp ortant sup p ort for the Thorp e p rop osal 
comes from hig hly resp ected Secretarv of Stata 
Ted W. Brown, the state's chief elections offi­ 
cer. 
Mr. Brown refutes the arg ument that the 
work of local election boards would be too 
heavy with a later p rimary . He also p oints out 
modern mail techniques makes obsolete the 
orig inal reason for setting up May p rimaries — 
that of g iving servicemen adequate time for ab­ 
sentee balloting . 
Our election sy stem has its g ood p oints but it 
Is not p erfect. Leg islators should not p ass up an 
op p ortunity to imp rove it. 
Indians Next? 


There is a fellow in our area who is g oing 
to raise buffalo. H« made a trek out west to 
round up the start of a herd and now he has 
them fenced in on a p iece of g round just out­ 
side of town. 
I wonder if any one has taken into consider­ 
ation the consequences? Any student of history 
can tell y ou that the Indians follow the herd 
wherever it g oes, so the nex t thing we can ex ­ 
p ect is a mig ration of redskins into our area. 
Of course, they have the rig ht to follow tne 
flig ht of the buffalo but what will hap p en 
when they g et here? No Indian can conduct 
his own life. He has to have the assistance of 
a g overnment Indian ag ent. Rig ht away thera 
will be the need to establish a reservation for 
the first Americans and an office for their 
rep resentative. Nex t, there will have to be an 
allocation of funds to run the office and the 
ap p rop riation of g round for the reservation. 
Now, we don’t have any acreag e around here 
that is desolate or unp roductive enoug h to p ut 
Indians on so another ag ency will have to g o 


be the g oal of both leaders as they ex chang e 
views on a broad sp ectrum of subjects. 
There are, however, comp lex bilateral p rob­ 
lems which confront the two men. These In­ 
clude the control of p ollution of the Great Lakes 
and other water boundaries, Canadian-United 
States automobile p roduction and the ever-in­ 
creasing U.S. business investment in Canada. 
Canada currently is reviewing its p articip a­ 
tion in the North Atlantic Treaty Org anization 
following talk last summer of bring ing home 
some of Canada's armed forces. President Nix * 
on, of course, is on record as calling for a g en­ 
eral beefing up of NATO by th* member na­ 
tions. 
Canada, in addition to selling wheat to Com­ 
munist China, now is making overtures to that 
nation for dip lomatic recog nition. The United 
States long has op p osed recog nition of Commu­ 
nist China in the United Nations. 
Canada's advances to Red China, which is 
sup p ly ing arms and ammunition to our enemies 
in the Vietnam War, is a touchy subject which 
will have to be handled g ing erly in the discus­ 
sions between the two men. 


PRESIDENT NIXON strode forth resolutely 
into the dip lomatic field when he visted the 
leaders of five Europ ean nations in February . 
The visit to Washing ton of Prime Minister Tru- 
deau will be a contnuation of Mr. Nix on's fact- 
g athering , g etting -to-know-y ou p eriod. 
A Toronto newsp ap er recently noted that ‘‘the 
lives of Canadians are inex tricably tied t# tha 
United States.” This is a fact and in the inter- 
ests of the citizens of both nations, we hop e that 
the meeting s of President Nix on and Prime 
Minister Trudeau will be mutually rewarding .

Little Britain Smites Powerful Anguilla 


WASHINGTON — The only brig ht sp ot In 
the news these day s is what has hap p ened in 
Ang uilla. In one of the most amazing rever­ 
sals in modem military history , tiny , help ­ 
less and, up to now, ineffe- 
cutal Great Britain defeat­ 
ed the p owerful forces of 
Ang uilla a n d conquered 
this imp reg nable i s l a n d 
fortress. 
L i t t l e Britain, p lay ing 
the role of David, smote 
the Ang uillan Goliath, to 
the surp rise of the ex p erts 
and the delig ht of those 
who are constantly rooting 
for the underdog . 
"No one thoug ht the British could do it,** 
said a London corresp ondent at the national 
p ress club bar where every one was buy ing 
drinks. "But I believe this p roves once and 
for all Her Majesty ’s g overnment can no 
long er be considered a p ap er tig er.” 


THE BAR RANG with cheers. ‘‘Hie An­ 
g uillans bit off more than they could chew,” 
someone shouted. 
What every one wanted to know was how 
the lig htly armed British p aratroop ers and 
marines manag ed to break thro ug h the

Ford trucks and 2,000 sheep . 
"The Ang uillans were overconfident,” the 
British corresp ondent told us. "They thoug ht 
our troop s were afraid of their sheep . But we 
used their overconfidence to our advantag e. 
We p ulled our frig ates up , and when the 
sheep saw them, they scattered. Hie shee- 
p herders tried to rally the herds, but by this 
time the sheep were so disorg anized they 
couldn’t p ossibly p ut up any defense.. 
IT PROVES AGAIN that a small, tig ht- 
knit, well-trained force of p aratroop ers and 
marines can overwhelm a much larg er force 
of sheep if they are determined to do the 
job.” 
This was the first military defeat for An­ 
g uilla in its history and there is g reat soul- 
searching g oing on now among st the Ang uil­ 
lan armed forces, which consist of three con­ 
stables, six dep uties and three Red Cross 
nurses. There will p robably be a shakeup in 
the Ang uillan military within the nex t 
month, 
Ang uilla-watchera in Washing ton felt that 
the consequences of the British invasion 
would be felt throug hout fch€ world. 
"Ang uilla can no long er be considered a 
major p ower,” a State Dep artment man at 
the bar said. 
"We hav e to readjust o ur thinking v ls-a-v it 
their military po tential. If a little co untry 


like Great Britain can defeat them, with all 
the hardware the Ang uillans had at their dis­ 
p osal, then we’U have to fig ure out some oth­ 
er way of defending the Caribbean." 
The London corresp ondent said, "We have 
alway s insisted that we could take Ang uilla 
any time we wanted to, but every one 
laug hed at us. I don’t imag ine they ’re laug h­ 
ing any more. The world must know by now 
that we just won’t allow any one to trifle with 
the emp ire.” 
He went on to say that the doves in Britain 
it was immoral, but because they didn't 
think the British military could do the job. 
But the hawks arg ued that with a surp rise 
attack they could overwhelm the Ang uillans 
before they could g et their p itchforks out of 
their barns.

THIS IS A one-man fortress up on whom the 
Rep ublicans count heavily to save May or I/nd- 
say . City Hall and Rep ublican control of the big 
state. 
Strang ely enoug h, that one man is one of the 
AFI^CIO elders—Alex Rose, p resident of the 
30.000-member United Hatters. Cap asd Milli­ 
nery Workers. Mr. Rose, virtually unknown out­ 
side this state, nonetheless is a p olitical force. 
For y ears, he has been the account ex ecutive in 
charg e of p olitics for a section of the militant 
and left-wing section of New York city labor. 
And thoug h his entire national union is smaller 
than many local unions, h* has g ained fantastic 
influence throug h his control of what is known 
as the Liberal Party . 
In recent y ears, he has either endorsed Re­ 
p ublican candidates directly or foug ht the Dem­ 
ocratic city and state machines directly . 
Back in 1965, the Liberal Party , merg ing on a 
ballot line with Indep endents, endorsed and 
g ave May or Lindsay his marg in of victory as 
slig ht as a bikini. 


WITHOUT THAT Liberal Party sup p ort, John 
V. Lindsay today would be living the life of an 
establishment lawy er. Mr. Lindsay won. But 
ask any p ro, esp ecially ask the Rep ublican Na­ 
tional Committee’s chairman, Ray Bliss, what 
Mr. Lindsay ’s victory meant to the p arty it­ 
self. Mr. Lindsay revived the national p arty by 
p roving to GOP city and state chairmen 
throug hout the nation that a Rep ublican can 
win even in a city as heavily Democratic, as 
unionized, and as racially mix ed as New York. 
Now the question in Democratic ranks is how 
to p revent the balance-of-p ower Liberal Party 
from endorsing May or Lindsay , thus help ing to 
reelect him and in turn streng then Richard Nix ­ 
on’s national p arty . 
For the Solomonic p ersuasion this will take, 
the Democrats are counting on their new 
leader, Arthur Goldberg , an intimate of Mr. 
Rose for decades. 
If Justice Goldberg fails and Mr. Rose does 
throw his p arty ag ain to John Lindsay , the 
may or has a fig hting chance fo re-election. 
If Ambassador Goldberg succeeds and ths 
May or runs only on the Rep ublican line (or in­ 
dep endently if he loses the p rimary ), there is 
not much hop e. But the White House has p rom­ 
ised that “in the crunch" he can have any sup ­ 
p ort he wants—cabinet members such as Rob­ 
ert Finch will come in and camp aig n for him. 
Even President Nix on is ready to make an ap ­ 
p earance or two. 
For the Eastern Rep ublicans, Mr. Lindsay is 
Mr. Urban America and they don’t want to lose 
him.

Danny Clark 
Bleeds 


By TOM TIEDE 
Almost 1,800 p ints of blood are needed every 
day in Vietnam, to save the wounded from 
death. 
The blood comes from Danny Clark. Or 
somebody like him. 
Danny Clark is a 21-y ear-old airman Dasic 
recruit, stationed at Lackland Air Force Base 
near San Antonio. He may be in Vietnam him­ 
self one day ; but, meanwhile, he sends his 
blood to serve in his stead. 
Many other servicemen do the same. Vir­ 
tually all of the blood sent to the war zone 
is donated by the military itself. 
Danny Clark volunteers his g ift, of course. 
He visits his base informary . has some juice 
if he wishes, and stretches out cm a table A 
medic wip es his arm clean, searches lor a 
vein and then jabs it with a needle connect­ 
ed to a p lastic tube and sack. 
Five hundred ccs are drawn. 
Danny ’s blood bag is hermetically sealed and 
marked. No 45932. ty p e O p ositive. It's p aced 
in ice, then p ut aboard a military jet. 
And the blood is on Its way . 
But before Vietnam it is first ship p ed to 
McGuire AFB. N.J. This is the collection de­ 
p ot, analy tical laboratory and overseas embar­ 
kation p oint. Five day s each week. McGuire 
receives endless cartons of human blood — 
aent from some 69 military donation p oints 
in the nation. 
McGuire, of course, is adequately p rep ared 
for the influx . Nearly three dozen GIs are on 
hand to handle the load They rep resent all 
four services, are mostly y oung , and are su­ 
p remely skilled. 
Two of their skills are sp eed and accuracy . 
Sp eed is essential because Danny Clark’s 
blo o d has a "shelf life” of 21 day s. After that 
its cellular structure beg ins to break down. 
Actually , it may be still usable, but after 21 
day s, blood beg ins to p ollute, or form residue, 
and therefore U.S. miitary p hy sicians will not 
use It. 
ACCURACY IS also critical. Blood must be 
unmistakably marked, for obvious reasons. Do­ 
nating centers check their blood, naturally , 
but it is the McGuire crew’s job to double 
check. For this reason: they find that three 
p er cent of all donations are imp rop erly la­ 
beled. 
Thus. Danny "s blood is carefully considered. 
His fluid comes to McGuire in a toug h p oly ­ 
ethy lene p ouch. Hie p ouch is fitted with sev­ 
eral tubes to be used in testing s. One oi the 
tubes is reed-thin, filled with blood and crimp 
ed at several p oints. It's called a p ig tail. Dur­ 
ing laboratory checkouts, the p ig tail is snap p ed 
off and drained into several test tubes. 
The first tube check for Danny ’s blood is for 
cell ty p e. It has to be either A. O or B. These 
ty p es comp rise 90 p er cent of all blood. There 
is a fourth major ty p e. AB. but it is too rare 
for McGuire to bother with. 
After the cells have been classified. Danny ’s 
blood is scooted down 
a stainless steel counter 
to what is called the "titer” test. This p rocess 
determine* the level of naturally occurring 
antibodies in the fluid <p lasma); if the count 
it hig h, the blood p ouch is so labeled. 
Hie third check of Danny ’s blood is for the 
RH factor. Technicians ascertain the p resence 
o r absence of the factor and mark it accord­ 
ing ly . If neg ative, still another test is g iven 
to be abso’utely sure. 
Finally . Danny ’s blood Is tested for its p las­ 
ma classification, a microscop ic study similar 
to that used to ty p e-g roup the cells. 
In all, the entire laboratory p rocess Is over 
In minutes. It has to be. Time is crucial at the 
blood center, esoeclallv now. 
A NEW ENEMY offensive is on. More blood 
Is needed. Larg er quotas are being set. Tbit 
month the call is for 32,000 p ints, at least. 
But for ail the haste, the McGuire labora­ 
tory p rocedure is accurate. In three y ears of 
op eration, the center has p ackag ed 500.000 
units of blood — without a sing le clinical error. 
And so it is that Airman Danny Clark’s do­ 
nated blood is made ready for the war. ft is 
affix ed with an ap p rop riately colored iden*ifi- 
cation tag , p acked in a cold carton and load­ 
ed into a carg o p lane. 
The p lane will leave immediately . Thi3 af­ 
ternoon it will fly to the West Coast. Tonig ht 
it will fuel up in Jap an. 
And tomorrow, Danny ’s blood may save 
•ome soldier’s life.
